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Archbishop  Williams  High  School  is 
built  at  a junction  of  highways  and 
superhighways.  It  is  located,  as  it  were, 
at  the  crossroads  of  the  past,  the  present, 
and  the  future.  From  this  juncture  it  is 
not  difficult  to  consider  with  continued 
attention  things  past,  things  present, 
things  eternal.  From  any  window  of 
our  school  we  can  observe  all  these  signs 
of  the  times.  On  the  old  highways  we 


take  note  of  memorials  to  the  past;  on 
the  superhighways,  the  signs  of  present- 
day  progress;  to  the  west,  beautiful  sun- 
sets over  the  purple  hills;  toward  the 
sky,  the  symbol  of  our  liberty.  Over 
this  panoramic  view  we  are  always  con- 
scious of  the  uplifted  Hand  of  Christ, 
the  Teacher,  against  the  background  of 
our  chapel  windows. 
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Near  the  Rotary,  a durable  marker  takes 
us  back  three  centuries  to  the  incorpora- 
tion of  the  town  of  Braintree  on  May 
13,  1640.  We  are  reminded  of  the  New 
England  town  meetings,  the  building  of 
houses  of  sawed  lumber,  a fishing  smack 
called  the  “Unity”,  post  riders,  two- 
wheeled coaches,  and  “Schoole  Land”. 
Early  Braintree  gave  Massachusetts 
many  famous  families  which  rendered 
extraordinary  service  to  the  town  and 
later  to  the  nation.  Among  them  were 
two  President  of  the  United  States,  John 
Adams  and  John  Quincy  Adams; 
Abigail,  the  wife  and  mother,  was  one 
of  the  greatest  women  of  Revolutionary 
times.  John  Q.  Adams  always  recalled 
with  affection  that  he  was  a Braintree 
boy. 


Within  walking  distance  of  our  school  we  find  in 
Quincy  the  birthplaces  of  two  Presidents,  the  only 
father  and  son  who  have  held  the  highest  office  of 
the  nation.  In  this  area  lived  and  worked  the 
Adamses,  the  only  Presidents  who  remained  residents 
of  the  community  where  they  were  born.  In  prepara- 
tion for  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  Independence, 
John  Adams,  pronounced  by  Thomas  Jefferson  “the 
most  efficient  agent  in  procuring  a public  declaration 
of  Independence,”  was  asked  to  give  a toast  for  the 
day.  “I  will  give  ‘Independence  Forever’,”  he  answer- 
ed immediately. 


The  sixth  star  in  the  first  American  flag  represented  Massachusetts. 
During  our  four  high  school  years  two  more  stars  have  been  added 
to  the  flag.  We  are  getting  accustomed  to  the  idea  of  a 50-state 
federal  Union  that  now  extends  from  tropical  Hawaii  to  the  Arctic 
tundras.  Official  studies  point  out  that  the  face  of  the  nation  will 
change  noticeably  in  other  aspects  in  the  easily  foreseeable  future. 
Forecasts  show  such  signs  as  90  million  cars  and  trucks  on  the  high- 
ways, a wide  range  of  new  and  improved  products,  the  growing  use 
of  automation,  an  increase  of  4 million  in  number  of  youth  in  high 
schools,  and  a National  Cultural  Center.  Earthly  glory  comprises 
all  that  has  beauty,  and  power,  and  strength,  anti  permanence  in 
this  world,  and  in  a higher  degree,  all  that  makes  the  inner  life  of 
man  beautiful,  rich,  powerful,  and  significant.  This  earthly  glory 
must  be  used  to  direct  men  on  their  way  through  life  to  eternity. 
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The  beauty  of  the  sunset  seen  through  the  chapel  windows  will 
fade  away  and  will  be  transformed  into  a new  beauty  which  is  a 
reflection  of  the  beauty  of  God.  Thus  it  will  share  in  the  eternity 
of  God.  And  so  it  is  that  the  man  or  woman  of  humble  faith  in 
God,  of  daily  prayer  and  consultation  with  God,  of  devotion  to  his 
duties  to  God  has  the  assurance  of  a full  perspective  of  life,  peace 
of  soul,  and  a view  of  time  in  the  light  of  eternity.  With  deep 
appreciation  of  such  thoughts,  our  farseeing  spiritual  guide,  our 
Cardinal,  directed  the  erection  of  Archbishop  Williams  High 
School,  a sign  of  the  times,  a challenge  to  attainment,  a promise 
of  perfection  in  time  and  eternity.
